Sustaining  the  Downtown  Renaissance 

CCA  spoke  at  the  Central  Area  Planning  Commission  (CAPC)  in  support  of  The 
Alexan  being  developed  by  Trammell  Crow  Residential.  The  Alexan  will  be  built  on 
what  is  currently  a  parking  lot  at  9th  and  Hill  Streets.  This  26-story  high-rise  will 
feature  305  rental  units,  6,999  square  feet  of  retail  space  and  a  333-car  parking 
garage.  The  CAPC  unanimously  approved  the  development. 

CCA  continues  to  be  a  strong  advocate  of  the  Downtown  Renaissance  that  has 
enlivened  the  City  and  strengthened  our  local  economy.  We  believe  our  city  center 
is  the  place  where  people  converge,  discuss  ideas,  and  discover  new  connections. 
Downtown  thrives  with  increased  density  and  density  is  supported  by  the  public 
investment  of  mass  transit.  CCA  supports  Downtown  as  the  region's  center  for 
growth  and  embraces  the  role  that  developments  like  The  Alexan  play  in  animating 
the  social  fabric  of  Downtown  and,  by  extension,  the  City  of  L.A.

This  week,  CCA  spoke  at  the 
Homelessness  &  Policy  Committee 
regarding  the  citizen  oversight 
committee  for  Measure  HHH.  CCA 
advocated  for  a  Downtown 
representative  to  be  on  the  committee. 
Downtown  is  the  area  in  the  City  most 
impacted  by  homelessness  and 
deserves  a  dedicated  seat  on  the 
committee.  Measure  HHH  will  be  on  the 
November  8th  ballot  and  is  a  $1.2  billion 
general  obligation  bond  that  will  be 
secured  by  an  increase  in  property 
taxes.  CCA  supports  Measure  HHH,  as 
it  will  support  permanent  supportive 
housing,  affordable  housing  and 
facilities  for  homeless  individuals  like 
shelters  and  storage.

On  Tuesday,  CCA  spoke  at  the 
Planning  and  Land  Use  Management 
Committee  about  a  potential  value 
capture  ordinance.  The  ordinance 
would  create  a  menu  of  options  to 
include  a  percentage  of  affordable 
housing  in  developments  that  is 
comparable  to  the  land  use  entitlements 
they  receive.  CCA  asked  the  committee 
to  consider  the  feasibility  of  such  a 
program  with  the  City  already 
embarking  on  a  linkage  fee,  with  the 
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Quimby  fees  just  raised,  with  Measure 
JJJ  and  Prop.  A  on  the  November 
ballot,  and  with  the  Neighborhood 
Integrity  Initiative  on  the  March  ballot. 
These  measures  all  add  to  the  costs  of 
development  and  must  be  considered.

CCA  testified  at  the  City  Council  about 
the  City’s  business  and  economic 
development  plans.  CCA  has  been 
highly  engaged  in  this  discussion  for 
more  than  a  year  and  told  the  Council 
that  the  City  needs  to  create  a  bold  and 
comprehensive  strategy  to  attract  and 
retain  businesses  that  create  jobs.  We 
also  told  the  Council  that  the  City  must 
look  to  various  incentive  programs  that 
will  attract  new  businesses  and  keep 
others  here.  We  said  that  the  City  must 
do  better  at  informing  businesses  about 
programs  that  help  with  their  work  as 
well  as  about  new  requirements  on 
businesses.  The  Council  also 
recognized  CCA  as  being  the  only 
organization  consistently  involved  in 
these  discussions  since  their  onset.
